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T rade,  a  key  element  in 
detente  policy,  received  a 
boost  last  week  when  Kissinger 
and  congressional  leaders 
reached  a  compromise 
agreement  to  allow  the  Soviet 
Union  to  have  tariff 
concessions  and  continued 
credit. 

As  part  of  the  deal,  which 
Kissinger  discussed  with 
Brezhnev,  intimidation  and 
harassment  of  Jews  and  others 
wishing  to  emigrate  from  the 
Soviet  Union  are  to  cease. 

In  the  Middle  East,  Kissinger 
is  promoting  step-by-step 
negotiations  between  Israel 
and  Egypt  and  Jordan. 

The  Soviets  have  been 
pressing  for  an  early 
resumption  of  the  Geneva 
peace  conference,  which 
would  upset  Kissinger’s 
strategy. 

The  secretary  of  State  hopes 
to  gain  from  Brezhnev  the 
same  sort  of  helpful 
acquiescence  that  cleared  the 
way  earlier  this  year  for 
disengagement  agreements 
along  the  Suez  Canal  and  on 
the  Golan  Heights. 

The  top  item  on  Kissinger’s 
agenda  remains  strategic 
nuclear  weapons.  If  he  can 
settle  on  guidelines  with 
Brezhnev  they  would  be 
ratified  at  Vladivostok  and 
negotiators  in  Geneva  would 
be  directed  to  prepare  the  new 
10-year  treaty  by  the  end  of 
1975. 


Today  is  the  last  day 
students  can  register  to  vote  in 
the  Nov.  election.

Miss  Petty  is  trying  to  unseat  Mills,  a  Democrat  who  has 
served  in  the  House  since  1939  and  is  chairman  of  the  powerful 
Ways  and  Means  Committee.

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China  readies 


nuclear  testing? 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Communist  China  may  be 
preparing  for  a  new  nuclear 
weapons  test  in  the 
atmosphere,  U.S.  intelligence 
sources  report. 

It  would  be  the  second  such 
blast  this  year  and  China’s 
1 7th  since  it  started  testing  1 0 
years  ago. 

Intelligence  sources  said  the 

equipment  and  other  activity 
normally  associated  with 
nuclear  testing  has  been 
detected  at  the  Lop  Nor  test 
center  in  northwest  China. 

U.S.  keeps  watch 

They  did  not  say  how  this 
activity  was  detected,  but  it  is 
known  that  the  United  States 
keeps  watch  on  developments 
in  China  by  means  of 
reconnaissance  satellites. 

U.S.  experts  said  China  has 
hydrogen  bombs  with  the  blast 
equivalent  of  three  million 
tons  of  TNT  and  a  variety  of 
smaller  tactical  nuclear 
weapons  that  could  be  carried 
by  missiles  and  aircraft. 

During  the  most  recent 
Chinese  test  last  June  17,  a 
device  with  a  blast  force  of 
more  than  500,000  tons  of 
TNT  was  dropped  from  the 
IL28  medium  bomber  more 


than  a  mile  above  Lop  Nor, 
U.S.  intelligence  sources  said. 

After  that  test.  Secretary  of 
Defense  James  R.  Schlesinger 
said  it  reflected  “the 
slowpaced  Chinese  program” 
which  he  described  as 
moderately  successful. 

Radioactive  fallout  has 
drifted  over  Japan  and  the 
United  States  after  past  tests. 

Defense  officials  told 
Congress  last  February  that 
China  has  deployed  medium- 
and  intermediate-range 
ballistic  missiles.  These 
weapons,  ■  with  reaches  from 
600  to  about  1,700  miles, 
could  hit  targets  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  Soviet  Union  and 
many  areas  of  Asia. 

4,000  miles 

U.S.  officials  believe  China  is 
nearing  deployment  of  a 
limited,  range  intercontinental 
ballistic  missile,  with  a  reach 
of  perhaps  4,000  miles,  which 
could  strike  deep  into 
the  Soviet  Union. 

A  full-range,  .6,00.0-mile 
ICBM  is  farther  back  in 
development.  U.S.  experts 
have  forecast  that  this  missile, 
which  could  reach  the  United 
States,  probably  will  not  be 
operational  for  several  years. 


Oil  companies  say 


quarterly  profit  up 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Oil  company  earnings  continued  to 
boom  in  the  third  quarter. 

Additional  companies  posting  earnings  Wednesday  included 
Standard  Oil  of  Ohio,  Sohio,  Philips  Petroleum  Co.,  Continental ' 
Oil  Co.,  Cities  Service  Co.  and  Pennzoil.  All  reported  sharp  gains 
over  the  previous  year. 

On  Tuesday  companies  ranging  from  Exxon  Corp.,  the 
nation’s  largest  oil  firm,  to  Standard  Oil  of  Indiana  and  Shell  Oil 
announced  earnings  from  a  fourth  to  two  times  above  those 
disclosed  a  year  ago. 

To  some  extent  the  reasons  for  the  latest  gains  are  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  three  quarters— higher  prices  for  crude  oil  and 
natural  gas,  better  chemical  sales  and  comparisons  with  earnings 
that  existed  before  the  energy  crisis  became  acute  last  fall. 

Companies  relying  heavily  on  domestic  crude"  oil  particularly 
announced  good  year-to-year  gains,  because  earnings  were  still 
relatively  modest  in  the  third  quarter  of  last  year. 

Sohio  said  its  latest  earnings  were  $37.2  million  or  $1.02  a 
share,  before  an  extraordinary  $3  million  gain,  a  56  per  cent  rise 
over  the  $18  million  of  49  cents  a  share  reported  in  the  like 
period  last  year. 

Phillips’  earnings  were  up  to  $112.9  million  or  $1.49  a  share 
in  the  latest  period,  more  than  double  the  $53.9  million  or  72 
cents  a  share  in  the  similar  period  last  year.  Conoco’s  profits 
rose  to  $120.1  million  or  122  per  cent  above  the  $54.2  million 
reported  in  the  1973  third  quarter,  the  firm  said:

SAIGON,  South  Vietnam  (AP)  -  Pres. 
Nguyen  Van  Thieu  forced  four  members  of  his 
cabinet  to  resign  today  in  an  attempt  to  quiet 
criticism  from  Washington  and  political 
demonstrations  against  his  regime  at  home. 

Those  fired  included  Thieu’s  nephew, 
Information  Minister  Hoang  Due  Nha,  who  had 
been  the  president’s  closest  confidant. 
Informed  sources  said  he  had  angered  South 
Vietnam’s  generals  and  the  United  States 
Embassy  by  limiting  their  access  to  Thieu. 

Nha  also  had  been  accused  of  personal 
corruption  by  anti-Theiu  members  of  the 


National  Assembly.  He  denied  the  charges. 

Thieu  has  been  under  heavy  pressure  from 
the  Ford  administration  to  rid  his  government 
of  the  image  of  corruption  so  the 
administration  might  have  a  better  chance  to 
get  Congress  to  restore  some  of  its  recent  heavy 
cuts  in  U.S.  aid  to  Vietnam.  . 

At  home,  Thieu  is  facing  the  most  serious 
political  dissent  in  three  years.  Demonstrations 
have  been  going  on  in  major  cities  since  early 
September,  charging  the  president  and  his 
family  with  corruption  and  demanding  his 
resignation.

Study  shows  possibility 
for  oil  autonomy  by  85 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
major  government  study  says 
the  United  States  can  become 
independent  of  foreign  oil  by 
1985,  if  it  promotes  both 
increased  domestic  oil 
production  and  mandatory 
energy  conservation. 

Beyond  1985,  this  draft  of 
the  “Project  Independence 
Blueprint”  warns  the  nation 
faces  the  prospect  of  a  new 
energy  crisis  as  its  oil  and 
natural  gas  supplies  finally 
start  to  run  out. 

The  study,  while  making  no 
specific  recommendations, 
states  a  strong  case  for 
adopting  such  mandatory 
fuel-saving  measures  as  a 
gasoline-mileage  standard  for 
cars,  and  lighting  and 
insulation  standards  for 
buildings. 

Energy  conservation,  it  says, 
would: 

-  Reduce  inflation. 

-Stretch  out  dwindling  oil 

and  gas  supplies.  .  < 

-Re  dart  e  en'Vird'nnfefttaT 
damage. 

“Save  money  for  productive 
investment  in  other  activites. 

-  Help  reduce  present  high 
world  oil  prices. 

-And  put  the  nation  in 
better  shape  to  meet  the 
threatened  energy  crisis  of  the 
1990s. 


The  study  finds  only  two 
major  objections  to  mandatory 
conservation:  the  danger  that 
it  could,  if  pushed  too  far, 
slow  economic  growth;  and 
the  problem  of  increased 
governmental  intrusion  into 
the  energy  market. 

But  the  study  also  notes  the 
government  must  also  involve 
itself  in  the  market  ’  in  other 
ways  to  speed  domestic  energy 
development. 

In  an  ironic  twist,  it  says 
new  energy  production  efforts 
could  turn  out  to  be 
self-defeating  unless  the 
government  steps  in  with 
subsidies  or  price-supports. 

One  of  the  most  important 
and  most  unpredictable  factors 
in  energy  policymaking  is  the 
world  price  of  oil,  the  study 
concludes. 

It  makes  a  highly  uncertain 
guess  that  the  price  may~fall ; 
from  around  $11  a  barrel  to 
about  $7  a  barrel.  But  it 
concludes  the  lower  prices 
would  actually  make  it  harder 
for  the  United  States  to  pay  its 
foreign  oil  bills  and  protect 
itself  against  a  new  oil 
embargo.  That  is  because  it 
would  actually  stimulate  the 
United  States  to  import  more

Consumer  Tips 

Small  Claims  Court  can  be  the  efficient  answer  to  the  problem 
of  owed  money.  It  is  a  special  court  where  anyone  can  sue 
another  who  owes  money  up  to  $200.  When  the  suit  comes 
before  the  judge,  one  simply  tells  the  judge  why  the  defendant 
owes  the  money,  and  present  any  evidence  or  witnesses  that  can 
prove  the  case. 

Any  person  who  is  18  or  older  may  file  a  suit  in  Small  Claims 
Court.  The  fees  are  nominal  and  a  lawyer  is  not  required. 

The  procedure  to  be  followed  is  not  complicated  yet  it  is 
obvious  that  a  clear  case  must  be  presented  to  the  judge  before  a 
decision  can  be  made. 

The  following  is.  a  simplified  checklist  in  developing  a  case  for 
the  Small  Claims  Court  if  this  is  the  route  one  choses  to  be 
reimbursed  for  owed  money. 

1 .  Determine  the  full,  legal  name  and  address  of  the  person 
(or  persons)  being  sued. 

2.  Visit  the  Clerk  of  the  Small  Claims  Court,  and  fill  out  the 
form  provided.  A  fee  of  $3  must  be  paid. 

3.  Arrange  for  the  order  to  be  served  on  the  defendant. 

4.  While  waiting  for  the  trial,  gather  all  important  documents 
and  have  them  ready.  Contact  all  potential  witnesses,  and 
arrange  for  them  to  come  to  the  trial.  If  a  witness  will  not  come 
voluntarily,  obtain  a  subpoena  from  the  Clerk. 

5.  On  the  day  of  the  trial,  arrive  early  and  check  the  Calendar 
to  see  that  the  case  is  listed. 

6.  Give  testimony,  presenting  only  the  facts..  Be  brief.  Submit 
all  papers  and  documents  that  help  prove  the  case. 

7.  If  the  judge  decides  that  the  money  is  owed,  but  there  are 
difficulties  in  collecting,  ask  the  Clerk  to  assist.

According  to  Lacrosse  Coach  Dave  Winston,  “Contrary  to 
popular  belief  lacrosse  is  not  just  organized  suicide  or  a  portrait 
of  confusion,  though  inexperience  may  promote  bewhilderment 
in  the  spectators’  minds.” 

He  mentioned  “players  appear  to  be  beating  each  other  with 
their  sticks  out  of  frustration,  but  in  all  the  chaos  the  fact  is 
made  quite  obvious  that  to  play  lacrosse  well  is  an  art.” 

Just  as  soccer  requires  talented  foot  work,  said  Winston, 
lacrosse  demands  mastery  of  the  stick  or  “crosse”  as  it  is 
sometimes  called.

violinist 
dies  at  66 


AMSTERDAM,  Netherlands 
-  David  Oistrakh,  the  world 
renowned  Soviet  violinist,  died 
early  Thursday  in  his  room  at 
an  Amsterdam  hotel,  a 
spokesman  for  the  Amsterdam 
Philharmonic  Orchestra 
announced. 

Oistrakh  was  66  and  had  a 
history  of  heart  trouble  in 
recent  years.  The  spokesman 
said  the  cause  of  death  had  not 
been  determined  yet,  but  it 
was  assumed  he  died  of  a  heart 
attack. 

Oistrakh  in  recent  years  had 
widened  his  musical  activity  to 
include  conducting  and  arrived 
in  Amsterdam  on  Oct.  7  for  a 
Brahms  series  with  t  D  <- 
Philharmon 
conducted  six  concerts, 
last  one  two  days  ago,  and  had 
been  the  soloist  in... three  of 
them. 

People  who  saw  the 
musician  in  the  past  few  days 
reported  that  he  looked  well 
and  showed  no  signs  of  illness, 
in  contrast  to  his  appearance 
•following  a  series  of  heart 
attacks  several  years  ago. 

The  violinist’s  wife  was  with 
him  in  Amsterdam,  and  a 
spokesman  for  his  Dutch 
manager  said  she  would  take 
the  body  to  Moscow  on  an 
afternoon  flight. 

Their  son,  Igor,  is  also  a 
prominent  concert  violinist. 
He  often  appeared  with  his  j 
father  in  concerts  and  on 
records  but  never  equaled  him 
in  the  estimation  of  the  critics 
or  the  public.

Deadpan  classes 


Pens  paint  pictures  in  blue-lined  margins.  Half-closed  eyes 
glide  from  clock  to  floor  to  window,  pausing  momentarily  as 
they  connect  with  those  of  the  lecturer  in  the  pit  below. 
Deadpan  stares  record  no  emotion,  no  change  of  expression 
from  the  introduction  of  the  day’s  discourse  to  its  end. 

The  symptoms  spell  Boredom.  The  cause,  a  combination  of 
monotone  professors,  who  clock  their  enthusiasm  and  who  light 
no  spark  in  their  audience,  and  disinterested  students.  Students 
who  “don’t  know  where  they  are  going  or  why  they  are  here,” 
according  to  one  zoology  professor.  “They  dare  you  to  teach 
them  anything.” 

The  result,  nevertheless,  can  be  discouragement  for  both  sides. 
Students  view  “dull”  classes  as  graduation  hurdles  and  eagerly 
anticipate  their  end.  Faculty  members,  perceiving  this 
disinterest,  feel  somewhat  ineffectual  and  misunderstood.  “For 
those  of  us  who  are  not  as  effective  as  we  would  like,  it’s  a 
matter  of  concern  and  one  that  threatens  our  self-esteem,” 
according  to  one. 

The  solution?  Simple  communication. 

Instructors  should  communicate  their  enthusiasm  for  the 
subjects  they  teach  and  relate,  through  personal  insights  and 
experiences,  the  relevance  of  the  material  to  everyday  life.  Their 
attitude  should  convey  an  enjoyment  of  teaching. 

Students  should  communicate  honest  interest  and 
appreciation  if  they  feel  the  presentation  merits  it.  Too  often  an 
instructor  never  knows  if  the  student  has  been  given  something 
of  value  because  the  student  doesn’t  share  his  appreciation. 

“If  a  faculty  member  is  reinforced  by  student  interest,  that 
can  encourage  him  to  respond  and  can  make  teaching  a  delight 
instead  of  a  drudgery,”  one  instructor  observed.  For  others,  an 
acknowledgement  of  their  ability  may  help  teachers  gain 
confidence.  According  to  one  business  ed  teacher,  “I  am  an 
extrovert,  but  I  have  to  feel  feedback  from  the  student  to  feel  as 
though  I  have  been  effective.  Then  I  am  able  to  give  of  myself 
even  more.” 

Poor  teaching  by  a  faculty  member  certainly  cannot  be 
explained  entirely  by  a  lack  of  positive  reinforcement  from 
students;  neither  can  inertia  from  class  members  be  blamed  on  a 
dull  instructor.  The  circumstances  vary  in  every  class.  But  some 
of  the  boredom  that  results  from  a  lack  of  enthusiasm  can  be 
corrected  if  students  and  faculty  will  but  make  th^  effort.

Windmill  energy? 


If  any  aspect  of  the  energy  shortage  is  considered  humorous, 
it  is  the  idea  of  erecting  hundreds  of  giant  windmills  across 
landscape  to  do  their  age-old  job  of  converting  the  wind  into 
power.  But  for  some,  windmills  aren’t  such  an  absurd  idea  after 
all. 

Many  companies  are  now  spending  money  on  research  and  the 
National  Science  Foundation  has  moved  in  to  encourage  this 
renewed  interest  in  windmills  by  asking  for  proposals  from 
industry  and  universities  on  improved  windmill  designs.  NSF  is 
asking  for  $7  million  for  research  from  the  federal  government 
this  year. 

Windmills  are  already  being  tested  on  remote  areas  such  as 
offshore  drilling  rigs,  and  other  coastal  areas. 

These  small  models  can  only  muster  a  mere  four  kilowatts  of 
electricity  which  keeps  most  potential  customers  from  giving 
much  serious  thought  to  windmills.  Not  even  the  Dutch  use 
them  to  make  electricity. 

Engineers  for  NASA,  Qumman  and  Boeing  Vectol  are  relying 
on  their  experience  as  aeronautical  engineers  to  engineer 
windmill  blades.  A  windmill  with  a  1,000-kilowatt  capacity 
should  be  here  within  a  year. 

Advocates  admit  that  windmills  will  never  be  able  to 
substitute  wind  energy  for  the  oil,  coal  and  nuclear  energy  now 
used.  But  they  see  the  windmill  as  a  vital  supplemental  energy 
source. 

Right  now,  NSF  is  supervising  an  $850,000  experimental 
windmill  project  that  calls  for  the  NASA  to  build  a  1 00-KW 
windmill  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie.  This  windmill,  100  feet  high 
with  two  blades  each  62  feel  from  hub  to  tip,  is  the  first 
hardware  step  in  NSF’s  five-year  project. 

Windmills  have  been  proven  to  work  for  hundreds  of  years 
and  researchers  are  now  after  more  practical  and  economical 
systems  to  use  wind  ad  an  additional  source  of  energy.
